the State for adoption or rejection at the general election
next occurring at least 6 months after the adoption of this
resolution, a proposition to amend Section 8 of Article IX
of the Constitution to read as follows: ARTICLE IX REVENUE
SECTION 8. TAX SALES (a) Real property shall not be sold
for the nonpayment of taxes or special assessments without
judicial proceedings. (b) The right of redemption from
all sales of real estate for the nonpayment of taxes or

special assessments, except as provided in subsections (c)

and (d), shall exist 1in favor of owners and persons
interested in such real estate for not less than 2 years

following such sales. (c) The right of redemption from

the sale for nonpayment of taxes or special assessments of

a parcel of real estate which: (1) is vacant non—farm real
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estate or (2) contains an improvement consisting of a

structure or structures each of which contains 7 or more

residential wunits or (3) 1is commercial or industrial

property: shall exist in favor of owners and persons

interested in such real estate for not less than one year

following such sales. (d) The right of redemption from the

sale for nonpayment of taxes or special assessments of a
parcel real estate which: (1) is vacant non-farm real
estate or (2)contains an improvement consisting of a
structure or structures each of which contains 7 or more
residential wunits or (3) 1is commercial or industrial
property; and upon which all or a part of the general taxes
for each of 2 or more years are delinguent shall exist in
favor of owners and persons interested in such real estate
for not less than 6 _months following such sales.
(e) Owners, occupants and parties interested shall be
given reasonable notice of the sale and the date of
expiration of the period of redemption as the General
Assembly provides by law. This Constitutional Amendment
takes effect upon approval by the electors of this State,
First Reading of this Constitutional Amendment. Being no
